BANGKOK. Siam, Feb. 7.—Outside the 
temple of the Emerald Buddha, where that 
gaique image of the great teacher sits serene 
ip meditation on its golden altar, there is, in- 
gngraously enough, a large stone image of 
the elephant headed Hindoo god, Ganesha, 
and @ statue of Peter the apostle! This is 
a shock and disillusionment so complete 
after what has gone before, that one cannot 
gndersiand how the people of the heavenly, 
pearl inlaid doors and the richly frescoed 
temple interiors could even for a moment 
have placed them there. 
The wretched Italian marble statues all 
» date from thé. early day when these treas- 
ures were expressly stipulated for in treaties 
with European powers; and one can imagine 
the glee in those western chancelleries when 
job lots of angels, Cupids, Venuses, and 
aposties were boxed up and dispatched to 
iam in exchange for substantial conces- 


sions and trade privileges. 


4 The pagoda, which so recently took fireand 
endangered the sacred nephrite image in the 
great temple, is now nearly restored to its 
former condition, and a blunt, ribbed pra- 
pang or tower is inlaid with porcelain from 
base to summit. It stands on a long terrace 
close beside the principal temple, and is sur- 
rounded by a cluster of smaller pagodas, — 

One large pagoda is gilded from base tothe 

. tip of the tapering spire, like those of Burma, 
but instead of being coated with gold leaf 
is overlaid with a close mosaic of encaustic 

' tiles’ with the gold protected by a vitreous 
glaze. In the sunlight this dazzling dagoba 
is a most beautiful object, and it is a pity 
that one cannot have distance, elevation, and 
foliage around. it to enhance its beauty. In 
one of the pagodas of this terrace is the 
shrine, whose doors are inlaid with the fine 
line work in the green shades of mother-of- 
peari on the dull black lacquer ground, and 
the effect is that of thousands of Australian

Thé great temple itself is now one-fourth in 
ruins, but enough remains there, in the 

' Cambodian jungle, to convince all pilgrims 
that it is the world’s greatest and most splen- 
did architectural monument; but from all 
the plans, drawings, and photographs, all 
the detailed descriptions given by Fergusson 
in his “‘ Eastern and Indian Architecture,” 
oné gets only fragmentary and tormenting 
ideas compared to the bird's-eye glance from 
this higher terrace upon the large model. 

The outer walls, which at Angkor itself 
measure 800 feet on each four’ sidés, are here 
about 3D feet, and the towers at each angle 
and central gateway of the three great quad- 
Pahgles, tising in terraces one above another, 
are three or four feet in height, with all the 
Wealth of sculptures and bas-reliefs that 
céver them, clearly indicated in ~ae fine ce- 
ment. 

With all the quadrangles and cloisters 
and towers complete, and the labyrinth of 
towers and galleries at the rear, one sees that 
it is in general plan like the Dravidian tem- 
ples of southern India. There is a sugges- 
tion Of the Striringam temple near Tuticorin 
in the successive walled courts, and the great 
gate towers are the gopuras of that Dravid- 
lan temple but little modified. 

A smalier model of the great Angkor wat 
has been made from this Siamese original 
and sent to Paris, where it completes the 
Great series of casts in the Trocadero gal- 
leries.

By Not Declaring Whether Coun-

DECIDES FOR CITY 
IN GAS LITIGATION

The city of Chicago won an important but 
not a-complete victory in the litigation for 
cheaper gas yesterday. The Supreme court 
of the United States, in passing on the city 
ordinance fixing the price et 75 cents a 
thousand feet, held: 

“That the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company as now constituted held no con- 
tract rights which prevented the price being 
fixed at less than $1 by the proper author- 
ity.” 

it left open, however, the question whether 
that proper authority was the city council] 
or the state legislature. 


Barly Reports Misleading. 

Some of the reports of the decision pub- 
lished in the gratin papers declared that 
7 cent gas now a fact and that gas 
users could secure a rebate of 25 per cent 
of all they had paid for gas since the council 
passed the ordinance early in the year 1900, 

As a result of these publications a large 
number of the applicants for the rebates 
gathered last evening at the gas company’s 
offices, Michigan avenue and -Adams street. 
They were disappointed, as will be the crowds 
likely to flock there this morning. — 

_ Yet to Be Decided. 

The highest court must yet decide wherein 
lies the authority to legislate for cheaper 
gas—the city or thestaie. This question was 
raised in the Darius O. Mills case, recently 
decided by Judge Grcsscup, in which the 
judge held that the power lay in the legisia- 
ture and not in the city council. If the Su- 
prome court sustains Judge Grosscup in this 
instance, as it has in the jurisdictional case 
decided yesterday, then the city ordinance 
will be invalid for lack of pqwer in the 
enacting body, and the advocates of cheaper 
gas will have to g° to Springfield forit. The 
Mills case has not yet been appealed to the 
Supreme court. 

Whatever happens, it is practically certain 
a large crop of bills regulating gas rates 
will spring up at Springfield. It will be too 

a chance to notify the gas company that 
the legislature is in session. 


“ Divisional’ Rights Suggested. 

In the decision rendered yesterday there is. 
an intimation that the consolidated company 
might claim contract rights for some of the. 
eight companies compofing it—the People’s 
and the old City—while it cannot for all. This 
question of divisional “rights” was not 
raised in the bill and consequently was not 
paseed upon. If the company desires to test 
it a bill for that purpose must be filed. 

\ The Supreme court practically bases its 
ecision that the gas company holds no con- 
tract rights which “ fix” the price of gas on 
the manner of the consolidation of all the gas 
companies under the statute of 1897. 


Effect of Consolidation Act. 

‘The gas company claimed that the con- 
solidated company inherited cll the rights 
of the original People’s company, which 
were granted before the constitution of 
1870, while the companies consolidated with 
it were born before that date. This claim 
the court denies. Treating that consolida- 
tion act as the birth of the existing com- 
pany, it says: 

ay The act of 1897 cannot be construed as 
extending any prior immunity the acquiring 
company possess over the whole system of 
all the consolidated companies.” 

Further on it says: 

“In short, agréeing with the Circuit court | 
(Judge Grosscup), we are of the opinion 
that the asserted immunity did not ex- 
tend to such of the system as passed to the 
consolidated company from the companies 
not possessing such immunity in their own 
right; that under this bill relief could not 
be accorded in respect to part of the sys- 
tem; that no contract that the price of gas 
should not be reduced below $1 for 1,000 feet 
was acquired; nor was the alleged orignial 
exemption merely modified and extended, 
and that the decree dismissing the bill be- 
cause there were no such contract rights as 
alleged impaired or destroyed by the city 
ordinance was right.”’ 


Statement of Granville Browning. 

‘\The federal Supreme court has declined 

to pass upon the power of the city to regu- 
late rates on the grounds, as stated, that 
Judge Grosscup so declined to pass,’’ said 
Granville W. Browning, who handled the 
cage for the city, last evening. 
“The court finds that by merging under 
the act:of 1897 no power was given the gas. 
company by which it was to fix the rate 
or retain the $1 rate or any other one. 

“Tt holds that if the company had any 
exemption by the act of 1865 it In no case can 
extend to the franchises of any consolidated 
company. — 

finds that the lower court right 
in declining to give any divisional relief un- 
der the bill as filed, therefore the bill is 
dismissed without going any farther into 
the merits of the case than Judge Grosscup 
did. 

“The consolidated company can have no 
immunity from acts reducing rates, so far 
as the alleged contract is concerned, but the 
court does not pass on the question of 
whether the power is in the city. The bill 
of the company is finally dismissed, how- 
ever, and if the company desires any relief 
on the ground that the city has no power 
it will have to file a new Dill. 


Decision Clears the Ground. 

“In deciding our demurrer to the Mills 
bill, Judge Grosscup held the power to regu- 
late rates was in the state, and not in the 
city. That bill I shall answer and this de- 
eision of the Supreme court helps the city 
materially, as it eliminates from the dis- 
cussion the question of contract rights and 
brings it down to that of the power of the 


‘Tt wish the Supreme court ‘had decided 
this point as well as the other, but it prob- 
ably followed its old rule of not passing on 
questions not directly brought up in the 
pleadings. My advice to the city would be 
to at once get busy in enforcing the ordi- 
nance.” 

Should this be done the company will take , 
advantage of the injunction granted by 
Judge Grosscup in the Mills case, restraining 
the enforcement of the 75 cent ordinance,

Text Books Into Dramas. 


HER PLAN IS BEING TESTED. 


New and Novel Teaching Method Told 
in Magazine Article. 


| Dramatic acting in the schoolroom as a 
means of educating the children in history, 
literature, and ethical truths is the novel 
pedagogical method recommended by Mrs. 
Emmons Blaine in an article on ** The Dra- 
matic in Education,’’ which appeared yes- 
terday in the April number of ‘“‘ The Ele- 
mentary School Tedcher.’’ The magazine is 
published by the University. Press and ts 
edited by the faculty of the School of Educa- 
tion, which Mrs. Blaine has endowed to the 
extent of nearly a million dollars. The plan 
she suggests is being tried in the classes 
there. 

Mrs. Blaine holds that the dramatic instinct 
ig strong in children and that by careful 
training it may be made ‘a power to con- 
struct if them stronger and better men and 
women, with clearer images and_ fintr 
This dramatic instinct, however, 

s. Blaine would have worked out by the 
children themselves in schoolroom plays. 
She says that there are few things on the 
stage at the present time that children should 
see or hear and suggests that the theaters 


set aside Saturday afternoons for plays to 


be given for the school children. 
Should Live-Their History. 


Of acting in the schoolroom Mrs. Blaine 
says, “School. should be a stage. Periods 


of history being studied should be livedin, and 


lived out, for the benefit of the. others. Each 
should contribute out of his knowledge to 
the detail of the play. The children should 
be Greeks, Romans, and middle age barons 
and priests; they should write the Magna 
Charta and discover America and construct 
our nation every day. Motifs of all sorts 
should be shown in action, imaginative as 
well as historical, and done in an impromptu 
and spontaneous way, aS well as worked out 
into a more studied correctness. What 
would be the result? Vividness of imp@ssion. 
History would be to them their familiar field; 
people in distant ages would be people, not 
names with dates attached; 

“There is another result to dwell! upon, 
perhaps more valuable even—the immense 
power of impressing actions by the action 
done—the moral force of impersonation.

Where shall we find the dramatic food we 
wish to feed young minds? When we have 
had the rare chance of taking them to see 
Jefferson in his plays, and the too rare chance 
of letting them see some of Shakspeare’s 
plays, what shall wedo more?

HAZING CAUSES DEATH OF BOY. 


Victim Was Only 9 Years Old and Play- 
mates Sought to Initiate

SURGEON FATALLY ILL OPERATES 
ON SELF AND RECOVERS. 


Servant Supports Savannah Doctor Be- 
fore Mirror and HKaife Is Wielded, 


Cheek Being Severed from Bone and 


Opening Made—Operation Follows 
Refusal of Colleagues of Sick Man to 
Rise to Emergency — Convalescing 
After Blood Poisoning. 


Ga., April 4.—[Special. ]—George 
M. Harman, a prominent surgeon of this city 
and member of the city council, who was re- 


ported fatally ill two weeks ago, is convales- 


cent as @ result of an operation performed by 
himself. His servant lifted him from the 
bed and held him up before the mirror while 
the surgeon wielded the knife. | 
A month ago Dr. Harman was operating 
surgeon in a hospital case and during the 
operation he scratched the lower part of his 
face with the instrument he was using. An 
antiseptic preparation was applied and the 
doctor paid little attention to the matter. In 
a few days sepsis set in, starting at the cor- 
ner of the mouth. Its progress was steady, 


accompanied by extreme pain. The side of. 


his face became swollen and discolored, and 
the right eye closed. An abscess formed 
under the eye. 
Incision Under Eye. | 

Dr. Harman @escribed the progress of the 
poison to physicians attending him and ad- 
vised anincision. There were objections and\ 
Dr. Harman resolved to do the job himself. 
Weak but emaciated from pain, he instruct- 
ed his servant to s@lect certain instruments 
from the case in hi& office and bring them 
to him. The servant then supported him 
while the operation was in progress. Dr. 
Harman ran the lance from inside his mouth 
up almost to the eye. The cheek was Sev- 
ered from the bone and an opening made. 


Relief Has Continued. 

Almost immediately Dr.| Harman felt re- 
lief, and he has been improving ever since. 
Dr. Harman feared the poison would reach 
the cavity immediately under the eye. He 


-gaid he knew if the poison reached the blood 


vessels and nerve which communicate di- 
rectly with the eye he would live only a few 
hours. 


CHARGES FRAUD IN CHICAGO. 


Italian Arrested in New York Says He 
Was Given Naturalization Pa 
for Vote. 


New York, April 4.—Arnoldo Waeber, a 
young Italian, was arrested by the immi- 
gration authorities at Ellis island today on 
the charge of having fraudulent naturaliza- 
tion papers in’ his possession. If the story 
he tells is true, Chicago officials have been 
making citizens of foreigners who have not 
been in this country the require@time.

| Booker Washington Urges His 


People to Dignify and 
Love Their Labor. 


Declares “Tribane’s” Study of 


Recent Wholesale Lynching 
Will Result in Much Good. 


In work—mainly work of industrial char- 
acter—that will render him useful in the 
community in which he lives, will the negro 
find his chief source of protection and devel- 
opment, according to Booker T. Washing- 
ton, who spoke last night on “ Race Bulld- 
ing“ at Quinn chapel. 

Mr. Washington was cheered and greeted 
by waving handkerchiefs by a mixed audi- 
ence of white and colored people that in- 
cluded many-of the prominent citizens of 

The negro educator spoke for more than 
two hours, principally on industrial educa- 
tion, in which he saw the future of his race. 
He was in turn witty and pathetic, but at- 
ways eloquent, and was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded at frequent intervals. His remarks 
were addressed mainly to his own people. 
He frankly recommended that they con- 
sider their weaknesses and not to strive too 
much for higher education, remembering 
that most of them must live by their hands. 
He saw the best opportunities for the negro 
in the south, and advised him to codperate 
with the white man, with whom he must 


live, rather than engage in’ needless opposi- » 


tion. The speaker stood firmly for an equal 
franchise for both races in the south, and 
deprecated lynching. 
Must Dignify Their Work. 

“Tnless here in Chicago,” @eclared Mr. 
Washington, “the negro learns t6 dignify 
and love labor and put into it the same skill, 
intelligence, and conscience that the white 
foreigner puts into it, the day will come 
when we shall be on the outer edge of many 
of the industries that we now control. | 

“ We must face the fact that oursis a child 
race, only partly developed when compared 
with other races. But we are growing. No 
race has ever equaled that of the American 
negro in development. I was never prouder 
than I am today of being a negro. But we 
must be frank. The people who would make 


education serve its highest purpose must 


adapt courses of study to the needs and con- 
ditions of people that they seek to develop. 


Industrial Colleges Needed.

MEANS TO SETTLE POINT 


J. J. Hill Says It Is Unfriendly 
in Sense That There Is No 
Collusion of Parties to It. 


New York, April 4.—[Special.}—The action 
brought by the Union Pacific interests to 
determine the legality of the proposed plan 
of prorata distribution of Northern securities 
assets had been looked for in Wall street, 
but the question of most ‘interest to the 
atreet was whether-the proceeding can be 
regarded as friendly or not. A man in a 
position to know the Union Pacific point 
of view made this statement: 

“The Union Pacific people do not believe 
that Mr. Hill and his friends will be angry 
or disttirbed over the bringing of this action, 
because they have known that. Mr. Harri- 
man’s reason is his desire to ascertain the ex- 
act legal distribution under the receiver of 
the court. Counsel to the Union Pacific have 
decided that the Northern Securities com- 
pany should be liquidated through a return 
to Northern Securities holders of the stocks 
which they actually deposited in return for 
their Northern Securities shares. 


_Anticipating Other Contestants. 

“Mr. Harriman and Winslow Pierce, as 
well as the Equitable Trustcompany, trustee 
under the Oregon Short Line bonds, the col-

FRANKLIN UNION 


AGAIN ENJOINED. 


Federal Court Forbids It from 
Interfering with. Color- 
Company. 


LONG SERIES OF¢WRITS. 


Franklin union, the belligerent organiza- 
tion of pressfeeders, yesterday had its. 
already wide court experience enlarged by 
being put under an injunction by Judge Kohl- 
saat in the United States District court. An 
order was issued restraining the officials of 
the union and forty-one members from inter- 
fering with the business of the American 
Colortype company. Under other proceed- 
ings in the past the union has been enjoined 
in the state courts, has been fined for con- 
tempt and been forced into a receivership, 
and its members also have been fined for con- 
tempt, indicted for assaults and conspiracies 
and punished repeatedly in the police courts. 

In the bill for the injunction the company 
sets forth that last Thursday three members 
of the Franklin union withdrew from it and 
applied for membership in the printing 
pressmen’s union and that Michael Flannery 
then threatened to call out the Franklin men 


| in the plant if the company did not discharge 


the men who had leftit. This the company 
refused to do and‘a-few hours later President 
Robert McGinley of the pressmen was 


beaten. 
Cause of the Trouble. 


The three pressfeeders who were the cause 
of the trouble had attained to a degree of 
skill excelling that required for the work 
claimed by the Franklin unfon. They, ac- 
cordingly, went into an organization made up 
of the more competent workers. Angered 
at their advancement, the Franklin officers 
demanded that the men be discharged or be 
forced to return to the inferior trades union. 

The order issued by Judge Kohlsaat re- 
strains the defendants from “inducing or 


‘atempting to induce or compel by threats, 


intimidation, unlawful persuasion, or vio- 
lence any of the employés of the American 
Colortype company to fall or refuse to work 
for it or to leave its employ.” ‘ 
The case was taken into the federal court 


“because the company is not an Illinois cor- 


poration. 
Two Can Plants Resume Work.

CAST IRON IMPROPERLY USED. 


Scientific American Discusses Faults 
Shown in Collapsed Hotel. 


A telegram received from New York, dated 
April 4, 1904, reads as follows: *‘ The Scien- 
tific American of April 9 will say in part: 
* Before the coroner’s jury on the Darlington 
hotel collapse the improper use of cast iron 
columns (referred to again and again) was 
not included in the jury report—perhaps 
because the criminal features of their work 
demanded first attention, or from a re- 
luctance to antagonize local interests. The 
most far sighted iron founders agree on the 
futility of endeavoring to force a material 
into lines for which [ft is unsuited. Cast iron 
is weak against tension or bending strains, 
and its reliability decreased on account of 
hidden internal defects, the ‘* fairly good ”’ 
flanges being 40 per cent defective. Cast 
fron columns should be limited to simple 
cases of direct compression, but are entirely 
inadequate for lofty structures, not being 
adapted to resist the overturning efforts of 
the wind. Demand has been made for super- 
intendents, with five years’ experience, and 
for sufficient competent inspectors empow- 
ered to enforce the code, but all obscurity 
should be eliminated from the code itself, 
and specifically the use of cast fron columns 
absolutely limited to wall bearing buildings 
less than seventy-five feet

“On the refusal of the company to do so Mr. 
Mills, a resident of California, filed a bill In 
the United States court, and in that case the 
jurisdiction being clear and unequivocal, 
Judge Grosscup held the city was powerless 
to pass the 75 cent ordinance and that the 
/ordinance was null and void, and he issued 
an injunction restraining the enforcement of 
that ordinance. The city has not as yet ap- 
pealed from that decision.” 


Supreme Court’s Decision. 

The opinion of the Supreme court was writ- 
ten by Chief Justice Fuller. It opens by 
recounting briefly the organization of the 
gas company and the consolidation, and 
continues: 

“The jurisdiction of the Circult court was 
invoked on. the ground of impairment or dep- 
rivation by ordinance of the contract right 
of complainant, acquired by !ts charter, and 
the bill prayed, among other things, ‘that 
it, the city, may be adjudged and decreed 
that by the charter granted to the gas com- 
pany the people of the state of Illinois agreed 
with it that the common council should 
never be authorized to compel the gas com- 
pany to furnish gas at less than $3 a thou- 
sand feet, and this contract. is a valuable 
property right of the gas company.’ 

“The Circuit court declined specifically to 
dispose of the company’s contention that 
by the act of Feb. 7, 1865, the state had 
contracted that the city should never re- 
quire the company to furnish gas at a less 
rate than $3, because it held that the limita- 
tion or exemption did not apply to the terri- 
tory and rights acquired by merger, and that 
the bill did not seek divisional relief and was 
not framed In that aspect. 


Right to Fix Rates. 

* While most of the consolidated com- 
panies were organized under the general in- 
corporation law adopted under the constitu- 
tion of 1870, the right to fix reasonable rat 
was reserved, As to the clause of the act ot 
, June 5, 1897, providing ‘that such corpora- 
tions shall not increase the price charged by 
it for gas furnished during any part of any 
year immediately preceding such purchase 
or lease, or consolidation and merger,’ the 
Circuit court ruled that this did not fix the 
rate unalterable by either party, but the 
rate beyond which the consolidated com- 
panies could not go. 

“The Circuit court held further that the 
contention that the state’s power toregulate 
rates had not been delegated to the city, was 
not a federal question, and the court could 
not decide that question in this case. The 
decree as it stands, in fact, reserved this 
question to be raised in some other appro- 
priate suit in tne proper court. 


Declines to Pass On Question. 

“‘In these circumstances we are con- 
straihed to decline consideration of that 
question so far as it relates to the contention 
that the powér to regulate was conferred by 
the general law of Illinois of 1871-’72 pro- 
viding for the incorporation of cities and 
villages under which the city of Chicago as 
now cénstituted was incorporated. 

‘* But the decree dismissed the biJl as to the 
alleged right of contract, and in doing so 
the Circuit court dealt with the alleged fix- 
ing of rates by the act 1897, as well as the 
alleged contract of 1865, that the city should 
not be authorized to fix a rate of less than 
$3, for, although, as we have said,\it was the 
impairment or deprivation of the latter 
which was made the ground for federal 
jurisdiction, it was in effect asserted to have 
been modified by the act of 1897. 

‘““We agree with the Circuit court that 
section 11 of the act of 1897 that ‘ such cor- 
poration shall not increase the price charged 
for gas during any part of the year imme- 
diately preceding such purchase or lease,’ 
read according to the plain and ordinary sig- 
nificance of the words, was not intended to ° 
fix a rate unalterable by either party, but 
simply a rate above which the consolidated. 
companies could not go. 


Rule of Law Applied. 


‘“‘By the state constitution the genera) as- 
sembly was forbidden to make any irre- 
vocable grant of special privileges or immu- 
nities, and the general rule is that special 
statutory exemption such as immunity from 
taxation, from the right to determine rates 
of fare, or to control tolls and the like does 
not pass to a new corporation succeeding 
others by consolidation or purchase, tn the 
absence of express directions to that effect 
in the statute. 

“And the same rule is applicable where 
the constituent companies are merely owned 
and operated by one of them as authorized 
by the legislature. An exemption held by 
the latter would not pass to the other unless 


the company’s bill.

FIRE CAUSES $250,000 LOSS . 
TO TAMPA CIGAR PLANTS. 


Three Large Factories and Many Houses 
Occupied by Operatives Destroyed 
—Thousand Persons Homeless. 


Tampa, Fla., April 4.—[Special.]—Fire, 
fannedbya fierce wind and baffling all efforts 
of the firemen, this afternoon destroyed near- 
ly 200 buildings, wiping out about half of 
West Tampa, a suburb which is rapidly be- 
coming a Gigar manufacturing center. The 
loss is estimated at $250,000, half insured. 
Of the buildings burned four were large three 
story Cigar factories, employing between 200 
and 800 men each, and containing valuable 
stocks of tobacco and cigars. Many dwelling 
houses occupled by the operatives in the fac- 
tories. also were destroyed. The factories 
burned were: .

MAY SHOW LAWVIOLATED 


Opinion Holds Commerce Com- 
mission Is Not Tied by Rule 
of Evidence 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—{Special.)— 
The United States Supreme court decided 
today that anthracite coal carrying railroads 
of Pennsylvania must produce certain books, 
papers, and contracts and placé them in evi- 
dence before the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

The decision came upon the case instituted. 
before the interstate commerce commission 


| by W. R. Hearst in 1902, charging that the 
Philadelphia and Reading, the Lehigh Val- 


ley, thé Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern, the Central railroad of New Jersey, and 


combination to fix and control the 
anthracite coal. 7 


Kept Contracts Secret. 


In the hearing before the interstate com- 
merce commission the railroads refused to 
place in evidence as,demanded by W. R. 
Hearst their coal contracts, These con- 
tracts were made with coal companies owned 
principaliy by the railroad companies and 
fixed the price of anthracite coal, shipments 
to be made as called-for by the purchasers. 
While the contracts were produced for in- 
spection the railroads refused to permit them 
to be given in evidence. 3 


Bailroads Lose a Point. 


The United States Circuit court sustained 
the railroads, holding that the interstate 
commerce commission had no right: to de- 
mand the contracts, The Supreme court re- 
verses the Circuit court. On this point Jus-' 
tice Day, who read the opinion of the court, 


price of 


said: 

“The railroads are all engaged in inter- 
state commerce, and,into their affairs and 
methods of doing business the commission 
sought to and is lawfully authorized by 
the commerce act to make investigation, 

“The commission has the right to know 
how interstate traffic is conducted, the rela- 
tions between the carrier and its shippers, 
and the rates charged and collected. Wesee 
no reason why contracts of this character, 
which have direct relation to a large amount 
of carrying trade, can be withheld from ex- 
amination as evidence by the commission.” 


Explaining the Decision. 


Justice Day said further: : 

“It is to be remembered that we are not 
dealing with the ultimate fact of contro- 
versy or deciding which of the contending 
claims will be, finally. established. It may 
be that the commissfon or the courts will 
ultimately find that the contracts do not 
fix the compensation received by the car- 
riers, and that, as claimed, the. full rate. 
is paid by these purchasing companies, and 
if there is a-loss on these contracts it is 
made up on other business, but the ques- 
tion concerns the relevancy of proof, and not 
whether it finally establishes the issue made 
one way or the other. | 
. “The inquiry of a board of the character 
of the interstate commerce commission 
should not be too narrowly construed by 
technical rules ag to the admissibility of 


proof.”’ 
Has Law Been Violated? 


As to the Temple Iron company contracts, 
the court said: 
“It is argued that these contracts, if given 


‘freight, in violation of -the fifth section of 

the commerce act. While this testimony 
may not establish such an arrangement, 
It has, in our opinion, a legitimate bearing 
upon the question. There is a division of 
freight among several railroads, where, by 
agreement or otherwise, the compafiies have 
a common Interest in the source from which 
it is obtained. Furthermore, we think the 
testimony competent as bearing upon the 
manner in which: transportation rates are 
fixed, in.view to determining the question 
ot reasonableness of rates, into which the 
commission_has a right to Inquire. 

“To unreasonably hamper the commis- 
sion by narrowing the field of inquiry beyond 
the requirements of the due protection of 
the rights of citizens will be to seriously . 
impair its usefulness and prevent a realiza- 
tion of the salutary purposes for which it 
was established by congress."’ 

Justice. Brewer dissented, but did not de- 
liver an opinion.

Yet the increasing com- 
plexity in living and the consequent con- 
sciousness of the home of its inability to deal 
adequately with its earlier problems as- 
gure a welcome for so-called domestic sci- 
ence and arts as subjects of the school cur- 
riculum. That these subjects had a recog- 
nized significance were still expected to 
serve a purpose in life, and had over an ap- 
preciable period of time received relatively 
no attention, called into being the special 
schools to transmit the heritage of the race 


. along these lines. Information, as such, was 


sought and imparted, with the result that 
ability to deal intelligently with problems 
clamoring for solution was not attained. 
To this conscious inadequacy on the part of 
the schools of domestic science and arts is 
attributable the stimulation which led to 
further study of their problem.

How to dispel from the mind of the imma- 
ture or superficial enthusiast the feeling of 
ability to perform miracles under any con- 
ditions other than those confronting him 
is an unsolved and baffling problem.” : 


A strong appeal is made for the develop- 
ment during the school year of the studies 
which make the most effective study in 
domestic science possible.. She calls atten- 
tion to the fact that earlier training, which 
has been under eomplete dominance of the 
college, is now being affected by the demands 
of these special lines of training. The 
School of Domestic Arts and Science of 
Chicago believes that the education of girls. 
will, in the near future, be so remodeled as 
to correlate to the home from the beginning. 
That the demand is greater than can be met 
today is shown in Miss Greer’s closing 
words: 

“The most pertinent questions, therefore, 
for any school of domestic science are how 
to simplify the conditions of life with which 
it is concerned, how to select influences to 
affect the student, and how to assist her 
in responding properly to them.”’ 

It is without question true that domestic 
science is today seen out of focus, and that 
it is enjoying a position of preéminence from 
which it will doubtless in time be driven 
by some future imperative claimant. The 
provision made for it here and at large 
naturally fails to keep pace with the swift 
onward movement of a rising interest. As 
yet, however, there need be no anxiety lest 
the facilities provided for such work ex- 
ceed its ultimate need. The realization of 
its possibilities will be hastened, and, in- 
deed, is being hastened in many public-and 


_other schools of this country by generous 


appropriations for its development. It has 
gained recognition which is henceforth as- 
sured. Interest will, without doubt, con-. 
tinue to increase until ddequate resources 
are universally secured if domestic science 
has,.as is maintained, a permanent and 
significant contribution to make which is 
distinctive and basal. 


As this department grows and the inter- 
est in domestic science spreads, many per- 
plexing questions arise. Ways and means 
which served adequately in the earlier 
stages of development need more rapid re- 
vision, extension, and adaptation than is 
readily effected, when the pressure for 
training is so great and the,;demand is at the 
maximum for the dissemination of specific 
knowledge which is just beginning to be dif- 
ferentiated and formulated. 

That the aspects of life affected by do- 
mestic Bcience are in accord with the com- 
mon tendency toward increased freedom and 
better preparation for the use of it for the 
good of all is ‘‘an omen for good and a 
ground of hope.” y 

Here in Chicago the work is being worked 
out along practical lines, as the School] of 
Domestic Arts. and Science is not endowed 
and must confine itself to the work which is 
already recognized as practical.

Physician’s View of Tuberculosis. 

The subject discussed at the meeting was 
the *‘Care and Treatment of Tuberculosis."’ 
Dr. George W. Webster of the state board of 
health urged that if “ epit could be destroyed 
tuberculosis could be wiped from the face of 
the earth.’’ Dr. Webster declared that 
every thirty days in Illinois more persons die 
from tuberculosis than perished in the Iro- 
quois theater. Im1908. he said. 7.026 persons 
died from tuberculosis {n Illinois alone. 

The speaker declared that intemperance — 
and the poor ventilation of sleeping rooms 
were two general causes of the disease. 

‘“‘Anything which causes fatigue makes 
a harvest for the germ,”’ he added. Worry 
and depressing influences prepare the body 
to be easily attacked by it.” 

Dr. Webster urged the establishment by 
the state of a sanitarium for consumptives 
where the disease could be studied and the 
afflicted educated in the methods of pre- 
venting infection.

creased Movement—Other Markets. 


Another visitation of fine spring weather 
made local wheat holders more inclined to be 
optimistic on the future of the growing crop, 
end while there was for a short time at the 
Opening the appearance of steadiness in the 
face of marked weakness at Minnegpolis and 
renewed complaints from that quarter of 
poor flour demand, the general speculative 
interest in the market was of a dull and holi- 

| d@aycharacter. 

Foreign markets were closed, world’s ship- 
ments were liberal, the visible supply di 
not decrease as much as a year ago, there 
was the prospect of more rain in the south- 
west where needed, and local holders one 
by one abandoned their bull ideas and their 
long wheat at the same time. Those who 
were most tenacious in clinging to either 
or both suffered the most, for the market 
turned decidedly weak, apparently with the 
help of continued bear pressure from the 

‘St. Louis group, headed by Kaufman. 
Whatever the character of the motives of

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


The success of the Armour bull operation 
in corn, which seems to be based on the 
poor quality of the corn in cribs in Llinois 
and Iowa, may depend to some extent oan’ 
the ability of Nebraska to supply any de- 
ficiencies in the movement of good corn to 
this market from .other sections. For the 
time being Nebraska-.seems to be doing 
pretty well in that way. ‘The first advance 
in prices last week brought increased sell-- 
ing in some sections of Nebraska and more 
liberal consignments of corn to this market. 
The good quality_of the corn coming here, 
in spite of all that has been said about the 
poor quality of the crop, is shown from the 
inspection. Of the 178 cars in on Saturday 
31 graded No. 2, or about 15 per cent—an un- 
usually large proportion for this season of 
the year—S8l graded No. 3, 41 No. 4, and 
only 25 no grade. Yesterday the Teceipts 
included about 125 from Nebraska, all of 
which, it is claimed, if not already 
No. 2, would easily grade No. 2 before the 
end of May. There was evidetitly more of it 
than the bulls cared to take at the prices 
they established last week, and there wag,

The Minneapolis 
inspection shews considerable improvement 
in the quality of the receipts of wheat. Out 
of 284 cars of spring wheat there yesterday 
there were 78 cars of No. 1 northern and 97 
cars of No. 2 northern. Evidently there is 
similar improvement at Duluth, for a mes- 
tage to Daggett said: **‘ There seems to be 
‘absolutely no more low grade wheat arriv- 
ing; the northwest is practically cleaned 
cut of that grade on this crop.”’. This sort. 
of information confirms the claims made last: 
feil that the spring wheat farmers were 
getting rid of their poor wheat first. 


A year ago yesterday navigation opened 
here with the sailing of the grain fleet. It 
took out about 500,000. bu -wheat, 1,100,000 
bu corn, and 1,300,0W bu oats.

Thus it would seem the racetrack war 
which has been threatened all winter had at 
least reached the point where envoys should 
be recalled by both sides. Perhaps a com-

-consideration. 

Tt is said that traffic the tunnels 
will not be interrupted while the work of 
lowering them is in progress. The ap- 
proaches to the lower tunnels will begin et 
the same point as at present. A steeper in- 
cline on either side of the river has been 
planned so as to bring the central section 
of the subways to a depth which cannot 
interfere with the deepening of the water- 
way to a point that will allow the passage 


of the largest seagoing vessels. 


. Votes to Build New Bridge. 
The drainage board yesterday voted to place 


a new basctile bridge over the river at Wash- 


ington street, provided the city will widen 
the approaches at either end to the width of 
the street. A special committee was ap- 
pointed to confer with the commissioner of 
public works on the project. 

-A private electric plant now occupies a 
third of the street at the east approach. On 
the west side is a “ camel back’”’ viaduct 
with a wagon road on each side leading down 
the river bank. 


Delay Water Power Project. 
Another delay in the consideration of the 


| question of leasing the water power of the 


drainage channel to the city of Chicago for 
electric lighting and power was brought 
about yesterday at the meeting of the munic- 
ipal relations committee of the sanitary 
trustees. 

If is said that a fight is to be made by cer- 
tain trustees against giving Chicago the 
direct benefit of the power. Trustee Alex- 
ander J. Jones, who has been in Europe for 
several months, is reported to be hurrying 
home to lead the opposition to the city.
